Silver said the hospital 
would be limited—that is, it 
would have no major surgical 

operations, no obstetrics or 
pediatrics, no out-patient clinic 
and no emergency room. 

The hospital is needed, Sil- 
ver said, to accommodate long- 
term cases such as patients re- 
covering from operations or 
pneumonia. Some of these 
can’t get into Palo Alto-Stan- 
ford hospital because of lack 
of bed space and they can’t 
now use the Sharon Heights 
thospital because of its lack of 
insurance qualification. 

The doctors serving the 
Menlo Park area don’t like to 
place their patients in Se- 
quoia or El Camino hospitals 
because of the travel time in- 
volved, Silver said. 

Robert Crommelin, traffic 
engineer for the city of Hay- 
ward, said that a survey he had 
made indicated the change in 
the _ hospital’s classification 
would not materially affect the 
amount of traffic in the area. 

Major traffic generators to 
be expected will be the Stan- 
ford Linear Accelerator center 
and the new office of Allstate 
Insurance, he declared.

The augmented San Mateo 
County Committee on School 
District Organization perform- 


j}ed in the manner of an uncon- 


ditioned athlete Tuesday night 
— it started fast and then lest 
its zip. 

The committee is attempting 
to draw up a plan for unifying 
all South San Mateo County el- 
ementary and high school facil- 
ities into one big school dis- 
trict. 

It is composed of regular 
members of the county com- 
mittee plus the elementary 
school beards from Ravens- 
wood, Menlo Park, Las Lomi- 
tas, Portola Valley and Wood- 
side districts, and the Sequo- 
ia Union High School district 
trustees. 

The huge committee, meet- 
ing in Ladera School, could 
reach decisions on only two of 


| the eight matters before it. All 


of them involved details of the 
proposed unification plan 
which will eventually come be- 
fore the voters. 

The two decisions: A 12-2 
vote favored electing five trus- 
tees at large and a 11-3 vote 
approved the unified district 
boundaries. 

Two of the others — setting 
a tax rate and the bond re- 
demption question were 
handed to a committee for 
more study. This irritated Rav- 
enswood trustee. Wesley Pom- 
eroy and others. He suggested 
tabling the rest of the agenda 
since these two major items 
had been put aside. 

Eventually, that’s what 
happened. The committee 
learned that the county legal 
department hadn’t come up 
with a written recommenda- 

tion on division of Sequoia 
High School District assets 
— and this was put over. 
Then all the rest of the items 
were postponed. 

The delay means that the 
public hearing on the south 

county unified district plan, 
scheduled for Jan. 30, will have 
to be rescheduled. That date 
will become another working 
meeting for the augmented 
committee. 

All of the eight committee 
members, plus the Ravens- 
wood, Las Lomitas, Menlo Park 
districts (which possess one 
vote each) approved the boun- 
dary outline. 

Opposing it were Portoda 
Valley and Woodside boards, 
which object te being lump- 
ed with Menlo Park and Rav- 
enswood, and the Sequoia 
board, which was against 
anything other than a one- 
district unification plan. 

The second vote found all of 
the committee members and 
school boards, excepting Rav- 
enswood and Woodside, favor- 
ing the five at-large trustee 
system.

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Let’s Allow ‘Estate’ Zone 
To Vegetate a Little While 


At their most recent public meeting, Menlo Park plan- 
ning commissioners once again were called upon to hold a 
public hearing on a proposal to change the land use classi- 
fication in the city’s “residential estate” zone. 

They tumed down the request. 

This is about the dozenth time in the last two years 
that the planners have had before them a rezoning proposal 
which would change the land use or lot size in a part of the 
area, bounded by Santa Cruz and Valparaiso Avenues, 
Johnson Street, Corinne Lane and May Brown Avenue. 

While admitting that “the character of the community 
is changing” and that “advancing land values make it in- 
creasingly uneconomical to maintain large single-family 
residential sites,” isn’t it about time the eager beavers gave 
the planners a rest, insofar as the residential estate zone 
is concerned? 

Consider; About five years ago the planners were 
faced with a proposal to rezone a single lot in the area for 
“retirement apartments.” They since have been faced with 
proposals to rezone the part of the area along Valparaiso 
Avenue for “high rise” apartments. They have been asked 
to allow a residential lot to be subdivided into several lots, 
all smaller than the 20,000 square feet allowed in the zone. 
A request that an existing dwelling complex be allowed to 
become the site of a prep school has been heard. A proposal 
that a dental office be allowed, was heard and rejected. 

As each of these proposals has come up, the “residential 
estate” zone’s petition passers have hit the street, the tele- 
phones have rung, the letters to the planning commission 
have been written, and a host of people have been jarred 
out of their normal routine and have attended public hear- 
ings full of sound and fury. 

There are those who live in the zone who frankly have 
purchased land there for investment purposes. There are 
those who would be quite happy to see the large lots in the 
area reclassified for a more intensive and hence more 
profitable use, and those who would go along with it on a 
“me too” basis. 

But through the years, it would seem, the majority of 
those residing in the “residential estate” zone like it the 
way it is. 

Now, if the latter is true, wouldn't it seem that these 
continued and repetitious efforts to change the land use 
classification are just a little disrespectful to the planners? 
What makes businessmen, land investors and the like think 
that the planners might allow a change this month, if they 
didn’t allow one last month, as it affects this relatively ex- 
clusive area? Are our planning commissioners supposed 
to be so weak-minded that they are going to forget all the 
hearings, letters and petitions of the past couple of years, 
in order to do something especially nice for some indi-

vidual as yet not heard from? 

Obviously, the Menlo Park planning commission 
doesn’t have the respect of developers, as regards the “resi- 
dential estate” zone, that the Atherton planning commission 
enjoys regarding the entire town. 

In Atherton it’s pretty well established that a residen- 
tial building site is one acre or more in size, period. Struc- 
tures may not be built in the front yard, period. Various 
uses are not allowed, period. If you don't like it, you can 


go elsewhere, period. 

The result of this relatively inflexible policy has been 
twofold and beneficial: The planners get out of having to 
listen to a lot of chatter. The residents of the town are, by 
and large, happy, because they feel that their property 
values are protected and are assured that a “high rise,” 
motel, doctor's office or some such isn’t going to sprout up 
next door next week. 

The Menlo Park planning commission, on the other 
hand, can’t really be congratulated for “holding the line” 
as regards the residential estate zone. That’s what it’s sup- 
posed to do — if that’s what the majority of the people liv- 
ing there want. 

Until some concrete evidence can be submitted before 
the planners, to the effect that the majority of those living 
in this zone want a change or at least an orderly transition 
of some sort, all proposals for change ought to be turned 


back.

Sales Tax Benefits to City Rise at Yule 


The pre-Christmas shopping 
season normally is looked upon 
by merchants as the one dur- 
ing which they can expect to 
do the greatest volume of busi- 
ness during the year. 

Many, in fact, figure that if 
they make a reasonable prof.t 
during the wecks just before 
the holidays, they can afford to 
operate on a “break even” bas- 
is for a few weeks or months 
during seasons such as sum- 
mer when buying is normally 
light. 

In the case of Menlo Park, 
city government also has a 
stake in the pre-Christmas vol- 
ume of sales, because they are 
reflected in increased sales tax 
revenues. 

Menlo Park isn’t as de- 
pendent on retail commerce 
so some other cities, though, 
because its sales tax base is 
aided by some large compa- 
nies which do tremendous 
businesses out of town. 


Sales made from Bohannon 
Industrial Park’s complex of 
firms, for example, provide the 
city with considerable regular

the tightly knit structure of

It was said that the problem 
varies as between types of hos- 
pitals, being the least in pub- 
licly owned institutions—coun- 
ty or city hospitals, only a 
minor factor in private, pro- 
prietary ones, but being the 
most evident in voluntary non- 
profit hospitals. 

This latter type is most im- 
portant, however, because it is 
dominant in urban centers. 

The bili would prohibit hos. 
pitals from denying staff mem- 
bership to a doctor unless he 
violated reasonable and well- 
defined standards of profes- 
sional conduct. It would re- 
quire the granting of a full, 
fair hearing to any doctor to 
whom staff membership is de- 
nied, and would permit appeals 


revenue. 

Receipts of sales tax monies 
taken in by merchants during 
the pre-Yule buying season ap- 
pear on the city’s books dur- 
ing the quarter following; that 
is, between January and the 
end of March. 

The experience of recent 
years will indicate that this 
period sees quite a boost to the 
retail economy. 


In the 1957-58 fiscal year, 
for example, that particular 


quarter provided the eity with 
$47,000 in sales tax receipts out 
of a total of $172,000 for the 
full year. 

In 1958-59, sales tax reve- 
nues for the January-March 
quarter were $55,000 out of 
$186,000; in 1959-60, $60,000 
out of $213,000; 1960-61, $60,- 
000 out of $220,000; 1961-62, 
$73,000 out of $272,000, and 
1962-63, $85,000 out of $300,- 
000. 


This gives some idea of how

of Christmas in the city’s finan- 
cial picture, according to City 
Manager John R. Johnson, the 
city can afford to give special 
consideration to the downtown 
area.

the year, it would appear that 
local merchants are holding 
their own with other areas in 
which people could do their 
Christmas shopping. 

People, it would seem, don’t 
desert the downtown merch- 
ants in Menlo Park during the 
holiday season. 

Of course, it would be neces- 
sary to get comparative figures 
from such merchandising ar- 
eas at Stanford Shopping Cen- 
ter and downtown Palo Alto to 
find out whether business 
“booms” more or less than 
Menlo’s, before it can be ascer- 
tained whether the local shops 
are holding their own. 

Each year, of course, the 
merchants of the community 
get a ice to see what 
their parking plazas can do 
in the way of helping them 
get business.

ture — including flower grow- 
ers dominated allocated 
space with 90,000 plus square 
feet.

He pointed out that state 
rules no longer demanded a 
truly agricultural show but 
should include all phases of 
state products, from livestock 
to manufacturing. He said 
there were 78 fairs in the state, 
operating under subsidies re- 
ceived from horse racing reve- 
nue. He listed 28 county fairs, 
47 district fairs, two cities fairs 
and one state fair. 

After speakers kept demand- 
ing a split of fair funds to set 
up a permanent garden center, 
the issue came down once 
again to the demands for a 
complete reorganization. 

George N. Keyston, former 
president of the A-1 Agricul- 
tural District (Cow Palace), 
summed up the opposition’s 
stand. “It is time for a change 
so agriculture can be ably re- 
presented on the board of di- 
rectors. The public demands 
these changes.” He further 
added that at least 50 per cent 
of the fair board membership 
should make up the new board. 

Keyston, on more than one 
oecasion, was described as “the 
Mystery Man” behind the long- 
simmering controversy. This 
was denied by some opponents 
but for the most part it was 
passed over lightly. 

On motion of Supervisor T. 
Louis Chess and seconded by 
Supervisor Edward R. McDon- 
ald, Chairman Fitzgerald was 
authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee to bring in concrete rec- 
ommendations to the Board of 
Supervisors at the earliest 
date. 

The County must submit to 
contract with the fair board 
to the state by mid-January.

Tells Views 
On Research 


“How can we promote the 
research of today so that there 
will be more fundamental dis- 
coveries?” 

This was the key question 
posed Friday by Dr. Karl Folk- 
ers, President of Stanford Re- 
seaarch Institute, in a lunch- 
eon address to the Common- 
wealth Club. 

In our haste to make the 
fullest use of yesterday’s dis- 
coveries, Dr. Folkers suggested 
that we may be devoting too 
little attention tand manpower 
to basic research. 

“Are we supporting the men 
with funds to ensure that in 
our generation we contribute 
new knowledge that can be de- 
veloped by those who will 
come after us?” he asked. 

The SRI executive and for- 
mer President of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society cited re- 
sults of yesterday’s basic re- 
search, such a television and 
the jet engine, which have be- 
come commonplace in our lives 
today. He questoined whether 
we are currently giving ade- 
quate support to research 
which will lead to comparable 
developments in the future. 

A close examination of pres- 
ent day research and develop- 
ment expenditures, said Dr. 
Folkers, shows that “out of 
every dollar, 76 cents goes for 
development, 20 cents for ap- 
plied research, using knowl- 
edge already gained, and only 
four cents is spent on basic 
research.” The availability of 
applied research funds, he sug- 
gests, may unduly divert very 
capable scientists who might 
otherwise be productive in 
basic research, he siad.

Sanitary District Moves to 
Improve Sewage Treatment 


Menlo Park Sanitary District, 
faced with criticism by the Bay 
Area Water Pollution Control 
Board, is moving to expand 
some of its facilities to seek a 
purer outflow from its sewage 
treatment plant here. 

At the same time, district 
board secretary George R. 
Angus said this week, the 
district doesn’t feei that it is 
entirely to blame for the con- 
dition of water near the out- 
fall of the plant at the north- 
east end of Marsh Road. 

A tentative “cease and de- 
sist” order is before the water 
pollution control board now. 

Angus said that, because of 
this, the district is considering: 

1, Increasing the pumping 
capacity of the plant. 

2. Changing some 
sedimentation tanks. 

3. Adding some more sedi- 
mentation basins. 

He said that specifications 
for these jobs should be 
drawn up within the next 
month.

Return CREA 
Petition Data 


The Menlo Park-Atherton 
Board of Realtors agreed Mon- 
day to return petition materi- 
als to the California Real Es- 
tate Association following last 
week’s 2-1 vote not to support 
a referendum move against the 
Rumford Fair Housing Act. 

The Board in verifying the 
vote of its members Monday 
stressed that the outcome of 


In his report to the Bay Area 
Water Pollution Control Dis- 
trict board, area engineer 
Daniel F. Murphy stated: 
“Regional board require- 
ments for this discharge call 
for... 

“1, A limit of 10 parts per 
million of grease in the plant 
effluent. 

“2. Prohibition against float- 
ing waste and sludge deposits 
in the receiving waters and 
against objectionable odors of 
sewage origin. 

“3, A minimum of 4.0 parts 
per million of dissolved oxygen 
in the receiving water in the 
general vicinity of the dis- 
charge... .” 

The report of investiga- 
tions lists six inspections 
made in the past four years 
and adds: 

“On each of these inspec- 

tions, the staff found floating 
waste material and excessive 
oxygen depletion in the receiv- 
ing waters in violation of the 
board’s requirements.” 
The report also noted that 
the district had made plans for 
repair and improvement of 
grease-skimming equipment as 
the result of some of the re- 
ports of these inspections. 

Angus, rebutting for the 
district board, observed that 
“nobody knows where the 
stuff really comes from.” He 
was referring to debris found | 
in the water near the outfall 
of the sewage treatment plant 
in West Point slough. 

Murphy’s report concedes 
that the water of West Point 
slough changes character with 
changes in the tides. 
He said that Murphy has ob- 
jected to paper found in the 
slough. Angus said that he 
doubts that this could have 
gotten through the inlet works 
and said it must be from some 
other source. 

Meanwhile, he _ reported, 
the district’s board has hired 
an engineer to plan for im- 
mediate improvements, and 
it has hired a firm of consult- 
ing engineers to aid in reach- 
ing long-range solutions 

The latter is the same firm 
hired several years ago to draw 
up specifications on district 
needs should it annex all of the 
watershed area it serves— 
which includes land up to Sky- 
line Boulevard. 

The district currently serves 
all of Menlo Park, a large por- 
tion of East Palo Alto, the 
southern half of Atherton and 
areas in Portola Valley which 
are connected by long mains. 

Angus pointed out that there 
are studies afoot aimed at the 
possibility of a county-wide 
sewage disposal agency. 

“If there’s going to be such 
an agency, we don’t want to 
spend an undue amount of 
money at the present time,” he 
said. “First, we want to know 
if such a county district is go- 
ing to be formed.”

In Your Garden: 


Good Winter Drainage Helps Spring Bloom 


And how about that final which are going to smother fungus disease? There 
plant life beneath them — or n't be, though they probably 
matted leaves in garden beds harbor overwinter insects and are. 


December's early days are a 
time for pause and appraisal 
in th garden. Those of us who 
care are looking around for last 
minute ways to batten down 
the hatches for winter. Not 
that winter is anything to fear 
in this Golden State, but we 
do have our blustery days be- 
fore the first daffodils and hya- 
cinths start to bloom. 

One thing especially that 
needs attention in California is 
the matter of proper drainage 
in garden beds. Many plants 
are so sensitive to poor drain- 
age that they will not survive 
even a few weeks of exceeding- 
ly wet feet. The lovely Trans- 
vaal Daisy is one of these. Be 
sure its crown is above the soil 
level and be sure the soil is in 
such a setting as to insure fast 
run-off of water. 

DRAINAGE 

Winter annuals of all winds 
— stocks, violas, pansies, cal- 
endulas — are also susceptible 
to waterlogging. They are per- 
fectly willing to oblige by 
blooming if drainage is right, 
so check carefully to see that 
it is. If water stands inordin- 
ately long after a rain, or if 
the soil fails to become work- 
able a couple of days after it 
rains, chances are its drainage 
needs improving. 

How does one go about this? 
There are many involved ways 
and one very simple way — 


‘merely raise the bed a few 


inches to permit water to drain 
off easily. 

You can do this quickly by 
using redwood header boards 
and surrounding the bed you 
want to raise. Add new soil and 
manure or leaf mold to build

up the soil level. Bricks, rocks 
from nature’s garden, broken 
concrete or railroad ties are 
all good ways to head up a bed 
to be raised for better drain- 
age. 

SUPPORT 

Also, you should make a 
careful check around the gar- 
den to see that stakes and ties 
are secure. Young saplings 
should be well supported by 
sturdy stakes if they are to 
avoid possible damage from 
winter wind and rain. Standard 
roses should likewise be guard- 
ed against the weather, and 
long canes of climbing roses 
should be tied securely to 
fence or trellis or whatever 
supports them. A good wind is 
apt to whip loose canes around 
‘and snap them. 

By mid-December you can 
start the dormant season spray 
program and dormant season 
pruning. It’s early to prune 
roses and fuchsias, but you can 
start on grape vines and many 
fruit trees and shade trees. 
Roses can be pruned in Janu- 
ary and fuchsias by the first of 
February. 

PERENNIALS 

Be sure to plant some per- 
ennials for bloom next spring 
and summer. The earlier you 
plant them, the better plants 
you will have. Canterbury 
bells, foxgloves, pinks, coral 
bells, sweet william, delphini- 
ums — you name them, and 
your local nursery will proba- 
bly have them in flats this 
‘month. We’d not want to let 
‘winter overtake us by too much 
before getting these potential 
beauties into the ground. 

As for annuals, you can still 
‘get some winter mileage from 
calendulas, violas, pansies and 
the Fairy Primrose if you hur- 
ry and plant them. The weath- 
er will play a big part in suc- 
cess or failure with these at 
this late date, but if “normal” 
conditions prevail in the state, 
you can expect some color 
from the above before winter 
runs its course. 

We'd plant the lovely little 
cyclamen, too, if winter color 
is something we couldn’t do 
without. Truth to tell, we’ve 
already planted it in our gar- 
den. How about yours? It’s not 
too late by any means. Cycla- 
men planted now will bloom 
well into spring in an inex- 
haustable succession.
